WHERE TUB GOLD GOKS TO. 


Some timo ago tho director of tho mint, 


Mr, 11. C, Burcbard, in the endeavor to 
ascertain the amount of gold used in tho 
arts and manufactures in this country, 
sent inquiries to 7,069 persons and iirm^ 
all whose addresses could .bo. obtained. 
Replies were received from a .trifle over 
two thirds, ot -whom 2,73-1—about one- 
half of those replying—wero using gold 
or silver, and the amfutit ot gold thus re- 
ported was 514,303.000. It the one-third 
who did not reply at all used relatively 
as much, the amount consumed wouid 
exceed S21.COO.OOO.

and silver used in the arts and manufac- 
tures reached S28.CCO.OOO last 3 ear, 
which France consumed SC,000,OCD. Mr. 
Burohard estimates tho consumption of 
gold in Europe and America, five yearb 
ago, at S45,000,CCO to $55,000,000, but in 
1S31, with larger information aa to this 
uonntry, he estimated the world's con- 
sumption at S75,000,CCO. Yet ho then al- 
lowed only 511,000,000 for the United 
States; now the reports appear to indi 
oate that at all events more than §14,- 
500,000 must be consumed in this conn- 
try. 


Tho gold product of tho world last 


year was estimated at 590,000,000 or less 
and tho estimates as to tho consumption 
of gold in tho arts and manufactures 
mast bo largely conjectural, and may bo 
too high, because only 515,000,000 for tho 
coinage of the whole world, to say noth- 
ing ubout the loss and wear of the coins 
in circulation, would bj an exceeding)) 
slender supply.
